The Merry Widow 


"The Merry Widow' — the most popular operetta of the 20th century — was performed for 
the first time in Vienna in 1905. Vienna, bourgois and conservative, failed to recognise this 
fiery spirited masterpiece. After a tremendous success in Berlin ‘Die Lustige Witwe’ (The 
Merry Widow) caused such enthusiasm, that (to quote an American newspaper) 
“everywhere i in the world there were Merry Widow biscuits, puddings, salads, hats, shoes, 
cigars etc." Its success was all the more remarkable since the operetta form had declined to 

such a dearee that it was considered dead. 

When we consider the masterpiece that it is, from the brilliance of Anna s entrance song, 
the melodious 'Vilja', and the leitmotiv of the love waltz to the chorus of the Grisettes, we 
can understand its great and continuing success. 


Period: The turn of the century. 
THE STORY 


Scene: A salon in the Pontevedrinian Embassy in Paris. 


ACT I 


At a ball aiven by the Pontevedrinian Ambassador, Anna Glawari meets again, the love of 
her youth — Count Danilo. Their marriage had been prevented at that time by family 
interference. Anna, n a poor but beautiful peasant girl, married an ageing banker whe 
died after a brief period, | eaving Anna fabulously wealthy. Anna, young, beautiful, andnowa 
rich widow, is pursued by all. Fearing that Anna would marry a foreigner and would 
therefore drain the State of Pontevedro of its much needed wealth, Baron Zeta suggests to 
Danilo that he should marry her. Danilo, however, rejects this proposal because he does not 
want Anna to think that he is wooing her for her money. 

So concerned is Baron Zeta about the situation, that he does not notice a relationship 
between his youna wife Valencienne and Camille de Rosillon. But Valencienne, ina moment 
of realism, encourages de Rosillon to marry the widow. Though surrounded by a host of 
admirers, Anna has eyes only for Danilo, who persists in a proud reserve. 


ACT Il 


At a Pontevedrinian soirée, Anna charms one and all with her delightful ‘Vilja’. In the 
meantime, Baron Zeta, Njegus and Danilo pursue their objectives of preventing marriage 
between Anna and any foreigner and uncovering the identity of de Rosillon's sweetheart. 

Valencienne, discovered in the summerhouse with de Rosillon, is saved from 
embarrassment by the ever diplomatic Njegus who requests Anna to exchange places with 
her. To Danilo’s horror, Anna appears with de Kosillon at the summerhouse door and 
mischievously announces her bethrothal to de Rosillon. Too much for Danilo, he furiously 
accuses her of playing a trick on him. She now knows that Danilo loves her. 


ACT III 


Anna resorts to a stratagem. She tells Mic. m that she will lose all her money if she ever 
remarries. When at last Danilo declares his love to her, she confesses that in fact this was 
untrue.

FRANZ LEHAR 


COMPOSER 





Franz Lehar was born in Hungary in 1870 but is often considered to be an Austrian 
composer. It was in Austria that he spent most of his life, and in Vienna where his areatest 
successes had their first performances. He was the leading operetta composer of the 20th 
century, being solely responsible for the revival of the genre following the success of “The 
Merry Widow' in 1905. From then until his death in 1948 Lehar remained one of the most 
popular composers of liaht music. 

Franz Lehar's works are characterised above all by a profuse flow of melody. Like 
Strauss, he could give a melody an unexpected but natural-soundina turn. Nowhere is the 
freshness of his invention better displayed than in 'The Merry Widow'. Few leading roles 
have such effective entrance sonas as have Anna Glawari and Danilo Danilovitch. This 
originality is maintained throughout the score. Lehar was also fortunate in having a good 
text. Thus, the waltzes occur as an integral part of the action, and the story strikes an ideal 
balance between reality and fantasy. There is a fine combination of romance and wit, in a 
succession of interesting situations. 

During the war, Lehar remained in Vienna and Ischel. Though his wife was Jewish, and 
though several of his friends and collaborators died in concentration camps, Lehar suffered 
from the embarrassing situation that “The Merry Widow’ was widely known to be one of 
Hitler's favourite works. Always wrapped up in his music and unwilling to become involved 
politically, his failure to protest at Nazi atrocities at first made him an object of suspicion 
after the war. Suffering ill-health, in 1946, he moved to Zurich, where his wife died in 
September 1947. The following summer he returned to Ischel where he died soon 
afterwards. 

His villa at Bad Ischel is now a Lehar museum. A memorial in his honour was unveiled in 
front of The Kursaal in 1958.

Williams Prize, the Dorothea Crompton Prize 
(twice) for Liedgesang, and the Heilbut scholar 
ship for operatic interpretation. 

She has sung ‘Mimi’, ‘Pamina’, and the 
‘Countess’ in ‘The Marriage of Figaro’, ‘Manon’ in 
Massanet’s ‘Manon’, ‘Marie’ in ‘Verkaufte Braut’.

JOHN O'FLYNN (baritone), nephew of the 
late Fr. O'Flynn of ‘Loft’ fame, developed his love 
of theatre in Cork. ‘Mark Anthony’, the ‘King’ in 
‘Hamlet’, ‘Bassanio’, among others, led him to the 
professional life, which he began in the ‘Abbey’. 

Later, he moved to London and appeared 
altogether in some 70 productions on stage, radio 
and TV, Musicals, cabaret, old time music hall 
and pantomime brought him all over England, to 
Canada and in Russian and English liners, to the 
Mediterranean, North Africa and the Caribbean.
